During the last three years the 
Swiss—who, after all, number only 
4,000,000—have voted the gigantic sum 
of 1,000,000,000 Swiss francs for de- 
fence (a sum that does not include the 
large subsidies to Swiss war industry). 
A,further 50,000,000 francs were voted 
for the expansion’of the Swiss Air 
Force. (Foreign ‘models are now being 
built under Heence.) The Swiss are, of 
course, fully aware that they cannot 
resist Germany single-handed. The 
main purpose of their strategy is to 
gain a maximum of time until help 
arrives from the Western Powers. 
NEUTRALITY .AND FRIENDSHIPS 

Their neutrality is based on the 
treaties of 1845, especially the Act of 
November 20 of that year. It was 
reaffirmed in article 435 of the Treaty 
of Versailles. According to the Swiss 
conception: foreign armed help is to 
be given only after it has been in- 
voked by the Swiss Government. Ger- 
many has attempted: to obtain from 
Switzerland an interpretation of the 
term “neutrality” which the Swiss re- 
gard as incompatible with the liberty. 
of the subject. According to the Ger- 
man thesis, not only must Switzerland 
observe neutrality by remaining aloof 
from all alliances, she must also im- 
pose of. neutral attitude on every one 
of her subjects. That is to say, every 
subject must in his writing, his speech, 
and his actions refrain from showing 
hostility to a: foreign Power, This con- 
ception of “neutrality” has been -re- 
pudiated hy the the Swiss—its pur- 
pose was, of course, to silence criti- 
cism of Germany. The Swiss news- 
papers report German affairs with ob- 
jectivity and without. fear—the great 
‘Neue Zurcher Zeitung,” for example, 


is alee admirable ° for the acm} 


tion and for the iuminating charac- 
ter of its. comments.on German affairs. 

. During the Great War Swiss public 
opinion was mainly with the Allied 
Powers, thaugh Germany had her 
Swiss friends, amongst whom ‘were 
many well-known publicists, especial-~ |e 
ly in the German-speaking cantons. 
To-day Swiss public opinion is. fer- 
vently. pro-French. and .pro-British 
(above, all pro-British). The ordinary 
German visitor -to Switzerland can 
count on unfailing courtesy. English 
visitors can count on much more. The 
traditional friendship between Swit: 
zerland and Great Britain has’ been 
powerfully reinforced. b ythe sense of 
common danger. | 

The character of the Swiss has never 
shown to greater advantage than now: 
The Zurich _Exhibition, which was 
opened in the spring, is typical of that 
character. ‘The architecture is homely. 
and unpretentious’ and yet cheerful

locked against the eyes of the prying 
public. 


Schwartz was a dapper figure, 36 
‘years ‘old. He had a. wife, — three 
children and a fine home. He spoke 
German fluently and was said | to 
have been a flying ace, also a spy, in 
the World’ War. 


‘He did: not come home for din- 
ner on the night of July. 30, 1925. 
Instead, he had, a snack brought in 
by the watchman, who was. then 
dismissed for the night. The chem~ 
ist called his wife on the telephone 
about nine o’clock stating that he 
would soon be: home. He sounded 
very tired and depressed. Five 
minutes later. the entire countryside 
was shocked by an_ explosion that 
shattered windows and dishes, Flames 
reaching to the sky located. the ‘catas- 
trophe , at the Schwartz laboratory 
which was completely gutted before 
‘the fire engines could arrive. When 
* Fire Chief. Guy. Spencer entered the 
ruins .the first sight, to meet his gaze 
was ‘a human corpse charred beyond 
recognition. , 

Poking further into the mass of 
chareoal and twisted metal Spencer. 
found the remaing of six sticks each 
with an end wrapped in cloth. saturat~ 

ed with ‘an inflammable fluid. Where 
a-closet had been, near by, he found

Right there in Berkeley lived one 
of America’s most eminent crimino- 
logists, Prof. ®dward Oscar Hein- 
rich, a lecturer on criminal investiga- 
tion at the University of California 
who has served as expert in important

Becoming iriterested in the case, 
Heinrich began. work on the char- 
red corpse found in the ruins; X-rays 
‘showed that the .skeleton’s outlines 
agreed with.-descriptions’ of.

men's almost miraculous {prevention. 
of the combustion of the cases of ex- 
plosive found near_ the victim... 

‘Now appeared a boy living near 

the laboratory who had run toward 
it immediately . after’ the explosion’ 
and who had barely escaped the light- 
less ‘automobile racing toward him. It 
had come.from the laboratory and he 
felt certain'that it, was Schwartz’s 
car. There also arrived an” insur- 
ance man with a policy for $200,000 
lately taken out in Mrs,- Schwartz’s 
favour by her husband. 
_ ‘The authorities .now became in- 
terested in several bits of evidence |: 
that had been under Prof. Hein- 
richs’ microscope—scraps of paper 
that appeared to have been parts of 
a religious tract,- also some’ badly 
burned handwriting which a_ sal- 
ution applied by the 
restored sufficiently for photographic 
reproduction.

Machine betting in England showed 
a considerable advance last year, as 
compared with 1937. 

The turnover was 
against £7,093,721, “off-the-course” 
investments last year totalling 
£2,861,375. However, under the new 
method of deduction which came into 
force in March, 1938, the Racecourse 
Betting Control Board retains less than 
formerly. 

Despite the marked increase, the 
board’s share was only £157,156, as 
compared with £722,517 in 1937. 

Of the surplus, after various pay-~ 
ments. were made, £175,000 was set 
aside for grants. 2 

Since the totalisator was installed 
in England the Board has allocated 
£569,877 in grants, of which £515,827 
was for improvements to racing, 
£39,785 for breeding, and £14,265 for 
veterinary science and education.
